In Gettysburg and tho sections of 
Adams County 
included 
in the net­ 
work of the state highways which are 
proposed by the Sprout hills told of in 
these columns several days ago much 
interest is tieing taken in 
the 
meas­ 
ures. 
Inquiry is made regarding 
the 
attitude of the stat** towards toll roads 
and other difficulties. 


The Sprout hills arn the culmina­ 
tion of several years of investigation 
of road construction and maintenance 
in Pennsylvania and are most compre­ 
hensive in 
tie 
detailed 
provisions. 
The question of proliaide cost has not 
tieen solved nor is it likely to lie at 
tht* present moment. 
Th** mutter has 
resolved itself into a determination to 
give the state what it needs and with 
master* of 
road law in 
command 
there is a prevailing spirit of confi­ 
dence that the financial phase of the 
question w ill workout its own salva­ 
tion. 


The toll road feature of 
the hill, 
which is provided for 
in 
the ninth 
section of 'he mum road 
h ill, 
is an 
important one in that it empowers the 
Highway Department to proceed w ith­ 
out petition by local authorities to ac­ 
quire ult turnpike* which 
form 
uny 
part of a state highway. 


Under the provision of that section 
it is possible for the detrim ent under 
an amicable agreement to purchase the 
turnpike or such part as may lie need­ 
ed. and if u fair and reasonable price 
cannot lie agreed ujion, 
which price 
must first have the approval of the 
Governor, then it shall lie lawful for 
the commissioner to |»>tition the court 
of quarter session* asking for a jury of 
viewers composed of five reputable 
citizens, to 
view 
and 
appraise the 
duuiuges. 


The right of appeal 
to u higher 
court by either party is grunted under 
the bill, 
The Commonwealth shall 
lie am towered to pay all the damages 
assessed and the highways thus con­ 
demned shall he public highways free 
of all toll. 


A provision of the prn|K>sed act is that 
toll r«uids, which forma part of the 
highway sh ill mitts* immediately taken 
over lor improvement and repair, hut 
the purchase shall Is* deferred and the 
same shall Im* controlled and o|ieruted 
by the turnpike companies until such 
time as the work and improvement of 
all other highway* or part* thereof 
shall have Is-en completed. 
If, bow 
ever, local conditions 
warrant, und 
tend to interfere with travel the high 
way Impart meet is authorized to take 
over such (Minions of them us necessary.

ed by the disease. The pestilence Is 
spreading In Shantung, and a dozen 
doctors who attended the stricken in­ 
habitants are dead Reports from Har­ 
bin, Mr. Wilder says, show 250 deaths 
daily.

Mon. A very common treatment Is ae 
cured by mixing a pint of linseed oil. 
eight tablespootifills oil of tar and 
eight tablesfssmfuls sulphur. This Is 
then rn bited on the affected parts once 


a day for two days and allowed to re 
main for a few days. ufter which It Is 
washed off with soap and water. In 
serious cases the application should Is* 
repeated within a week or so 
Of 
course any of the disinfecting fluid* 
on the market, used either as a spray 
or a wash. will do the work satisfac­ 
torily. 


While there is some conflict In nim 
In the attempt to secure a tvj** of cat­ 
tle having beef Mini dairy capacity in 
marked degree, there is in the case of 
sheep no difficulty in the raising of a 
type which will do well iii the line of 
both w«Hit and mutton. General thrifti­ 
ness and vigor are the prime essen­ 
tials in the cane of both meat and wool. 


Time was not many years ago when 
cotton seed was considered a virtual­ 
ly useless byproduct of the cotton rais­ 
ing Industry. 
Today, In addition to 
furnishing enormous quantities of oil 
used for various commercial purposes, 
the seed is ground Into meal, which 
contains a considerably larger protein 
content than flaxseed meal and costs 
about the same per ton.

W ashington, Feb. 18.— Fearing th a t 
the C anadian annexation talk m ight 
d efeat the reciprocity agreem ent, the 
bouse com m ittee on foreign affairs re­ 
ported adversely on the resolution in­ 
troduced by R epresentative B e n n et, 
of New York. 
T he vote was 9 to I. 
One resolution requested the presi­ 
dent to open negotiations with G reat 
B ritain looking to th e annexation of 
C anada to the U nited Htates. 
The other resolution Inquired of the 
president w hether any such negotia­ 
tions w ere already under way. 
Mr. B ennett was th e only m em ber 
of the com m ittee who voted for his 
resolutions. T he co m m ittees prom pt 
and decisive action followed confer­ 
ences of Mr. F oster, chairm an of the 
com m ittee, and 
Mr. McCall, acting 
chairm an of th e ways and m eans com­ 
m ittee, with P resident T a ft 
Mr. Taw ney, chairm an of the appro­ 
priations com m ittee, suggested to Mr. 
F oster th a t th e foreign affairs com m it­ 
tee be called to g eth er and hear Sec­ 
retary of S tate Knox, with a view to 
m eeting the annexation 
talk.

m eeting wa* called, but It was deem ­ 
ed unnecessary for Mr. Knox to ap­ 
pear. 
Mr. B ennett wa* one of th e Repub­ 
licans w*ho voted against the McCall 
bill to put Into effect the reciprocity 
agreem ent with Canada.

In a general way a balanced 
ration for growing and fattening 
pigs may be made of corn and 
tankage by using six part* of 
corn to one of tankage. 
If the 
com is ground into a fine meal 
and mixed with tankage enougb 
w ater should be added to this so 
that It makes a thin slop for 
pigs two months of age. 
The 
slop should have about the con­ 
sistency of butterm ilk and at 
any rate be thin enougb so tbat 
it will run the entire length of a 
sixteen foot trough. As the pigs 
get older aud fatter the amount 
of w ater should be reduced so 
that the slop Is ju st thin euougb 
to pour lrom a bucket when the 
pigs are fat and eight months of 
age.

Marina 
Careful Handling and Proper 
Insure Success. 
I would not advise the average farm ­ 
er to go into the business of breeding 
growing and developing draft horses 
for the m arket unless he Is a good 
feeder and naturally' takes pride in 
handling the horses, writes a corre­ 
spondent of the National Stockman. 
It requires liberal feeding to grow and 
properly develop the high grade draft 
horse, and tho actual difference in 
cost between growing the right kind 
and mongrels is so small that It is 
folly to go into the business with a 
lot of old scrub m ares and depend 
upon the good qualities of the stallion 
to correct the natural weaknesses and 
deformities of the mares. 
The mnn 
who knows how to feed and keep his 
work team iu good flesh And good con 
dltion can afford to invest a few hun­ 
dred* dollars in a pair of go*>d brood 
m ares and grow horses for the m ar­ 
ket. 
The m ares should be fed at all times 
with a liberal am ouut of clean and

mands of Hie colt. 
And otherwise lf 
the mare is a scanty milker she should 
lie fed a more liberal ration of milk 
producing food*. 
Golfs should l*e taught to eat grain 
with their dam before they are wean­ 
ed. 
Teach them to stand tied with a 
halter. 
Ataiut six m onths of age Is 
the proper tim e to wean a strong colt 
Many good horsemen prefer to wean 
them at once, while others wean them 
more gradually, allowing them to suck 
once or twice a day before they nre 
taken away entirely. 
When the colt 
Is taken away the mare should lie 
watched, and her udder should lie 
bathed st least once every day with 
cold w ater and spirit* of camphor. 
This dries up the milk glands and pre 
vents the udder from becoming caked 
and feverish 
I believe that the colt 
should la* trained to do light work 
during the third year.
